BALTINORR. Md., March 9.—[Special.]—Bal- 
timore has been puzzled all day.

For a 
day or two there have been rumors of a big 
deal, but no one believed them. The report 
that a syndicate had obtained control of the 
Baltimore & Ohio was laughed at heartily. 
It was looked upon as an idle revival of Jay 
Gould’s old offer of $225 a share for a control- 
hng interest in the road, which John W. Gar- 


ett not only indignantly refused but abused 


Jay Gould for having the impudence 
to make it. Some idea, therefore, can be 
formed of the sensation that was caused by 
an apparently authorized announcement from 
New York that the Baltimore & Ohio had 
been sold for $225 per share to the syndicate 
controlled by Mr. Sully. The enormity of 
this scheme at first made it seem incredible, 
but the rumors and telegraph wires were 
busy, and in the afternoon the people began 
to bélieve that a deal had been consummated. 
This was further intensified by the Baltimore 
& Ohio stock jumping up ten points, to 180, 
with $195 asked. President Robert Garrett 
‘was besieged by questioners, but he gave no 
information. 

Will you answer a question regarding the 
rumors about the control of the Baltimore & 
Ohio Road?”

The same gentleman 
said his information was to the effect that 
the Baltimore & Ohio would double its capi- 
tal —— and it would be listed at the Stock 


He thought the Baltimore & Ohio had made 
a deal with the Richmond Terminal Com- 
pany, the 1 Central, and the Reading 
to transfer the Southern freight business to 
the new combination over the Baltimore & 
Ohio to New York, and supply it with facili- 
ties in New York, Philadeip 1 City. 
Richmond, and West Point, and to complete 
the combination some of the Baltimore & 

hio stock would have to change hands. 
This he considered a necessary combination 
because the Pennsylvania Railroad Company

The Opinion in New York. 

New York, March 9.— [Special. — Only one 
thing was talked aboutin Wall street today 
—the practical sale of the control of the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad. Alfred Sully, 
who has entered into the purchasing con- 
tract, was the most soughtafter man that 
Wall street has known in manyaday. To 
some friendly acquaintances Mr. Sully finally 
admitted that the big deal announced 
was under way and would be carried 
out, and that he did just as represented—hold 
a written and duly executed contract, by the 
terms of which Mr. Garrett and Mr. Garrett’s 
friends bind themselves to deliver the Balti- 
more & Ohio controi within a certain time 
and atacertain price. All that remained 
to be done was to make the formal ex- 
change of money and stock certifi- 
cates. Legally and morally the sale of 
the spate gly gt already a fact. The de- 
tails yet to be executed were of easy accom- 
plishment. Representatives of Gould 
and Mr. were in conference with 
friends of Mr. Sully early in the day. Mr. 
Sage himself said that nothing was done 
that seemed likely to bring the interests of 
himself and Mr. Gould into alliance with 
those of Mr. Sully. Mr. Sage said 
that, as explain to him by a 
representative of the Sully syndicate,

The Alleged Sale of the Baltimore & Ohio. 
The report of the sale of the Baltimore & 
Ohio to a syndicate controlling the leading 
Southern roads in THe TRIBUNE yesterday 
was a general topic of conversation in rail- 
road circles here. Mostof the officials were 
inclined to discredit the report, but were of 
the opinion that an arrangement had been 
made by which the Richmond Terminal and 
other leading Southern lines controlled by 
that syndicate were to be consolidated with 
the Baltimore & Ohio. It was claimed that 
Mr. Garrett could not dispose of a controllin 
interest in the road, and that the City o 
Baltimore, which owned one-half of the stock 
of the company, would have to be a party 
to a sale, and there was no. probabil- 
ity that the City of Baltimore would 
dispose of its interest in the road. Mr. Or- 
Jando Smith, a Vice-President of the Balti- 
more & Ohio, who was in the city attending 
the Central Traffic Association meeting, be- 
asked what he knew about the report, 
said he had received no information on the 
subject and could not tell whether it was true 
or not. He was rather inclined to doubt it. 
He saw Mr. Garrett in Baltimore about two 


| weeks ago, but that gentleman said nothing 


to him about the matter. Mr. Smith also 
stated that he was shown a 3 — 1 
Traffic Manager Reeve of the Chicago 
Grand Trunk which stated upon the authority 
of Drexel, Morgan & Co. that the sale of tne 
road was an accomplished fact. 


WHEAT, CORN, AND HOGS. 


Estimates on the Held of the Several Crops 
; for the Coming Year. 
Cincinnati, O., March 9.—The Price Current 
will tomorrow publish its annual statement 
of stocks of wheat and corn in the country, 
with comparisons from special investiga- 
tions. The showing for thirteen Western 
States is 76,000,000 bushels of wheat, 
against 77,000,000 in 1886 and 115,000,- 
000 in 13885. Close approximations 
for other portions of the country 
make an aggregate of 108,000,000, against 113,- 
000,000 last year and 162,000,000 in 1885. Add- 
ing the visible supply and estimated quantity 
represented in flour, the aggregates for the 
country are 195.000,000 bushels, . 200, 
000, 000 in 1886 and 245,000, 000 in 1885. The ex- 
portable surplus for the next four months is 


apparently not exceeding 50, 000, 000 bushels, 


possibly less. 

Estimates based on special returns from 
twelve Western States indicate 399,000, 000 
bushels of corn against 655,000,000 in 1886 and 
556,000,000 in 1885, as stocks on hand and not 
consumed on farms,etc. Estimating other 
portions of the country the a stocks 
indicated are 548,000,000 bushels, or 32 — 
cent of the 1886 crop, against 812,000,000 last 
year and 000,000 in 1885. 

The Price Current estimates the total num- 
ber of hogs packed in the West since March 1 


as 150,000 against 105,000 a year ago. 


No Militia in Missouri. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., March 9.—[Special.]—To- 
morrow the State of Missouri will have no 
militia organization. The bill for the relief 
of the troops, defeated a few weeks ago and 
reconsidered because of hard work on the 
part of Gov. Marmaduke, came up for final 
passage this afternoon and was killed bya 
vote of 68 to 65. At the time of its first de- 
feat the officers of the militia resigned, but 


the Governor heid their resignations in hopes 
be reconsidered. 


Judgment Against a Count. 

Austin, Tex., March 9.—/[Special.]—In the 
United States Court here today John W. 
Russ got judgment against the Italian Count 
‘Telfener for $384,000 for breach of contract in 
land matters connected with Count Telfener’s 
railroad, the New York, Texas & Mexican 
Railway. The case will be appealed to the 
United States Supreme Court. Telfener is a 
brother-in-law of Bonanza Mackay, and re- 
sided in Texas some years ago.

A MOVE OF MONOPOLISTS 


CONTEMPLATED BY THE MANAGERS 
- OF THE GAS DEAL. 


They Will Add $2,000,000 in Water to the 
Stock and Squeeze from $200,000 to 
$300,000 from Consumers to Pay Out in 
Dividends Upon It—What Lawyers Say 
Regarding a Remedy Through the Leg- 
islature. 

It is the intention of the “ Nickel-Plate” 
men, when they consolidate their two gas 
companies, the old company and the Con- 
sumers’, to increase the capital stock of the 
two concerns by about $2,000,000 of pure 
water—stock with nothing behind it in the 
shape of works, retorts, mains, or material. 
It is proposed that this $2,000,000 shall pay a 
dividend of from 10 to 15 per cent, which 
means an extra tax of from $200,000 to $300,- 
000 on the gas-users of the North and South 
Divisions, coming most heavily on the small 
fry, who are not protected by the contracts 
which most of the large consumers have. 
In the old days, before there was 
any Consumers’ Company, or any Equitable, 
while competition was unknown and monop- 
oly had it all its own way, the Gaslight & 
Coke Company made money hand over fist. 
It made so much money it didn’t know what 
to do with it. It was afraid to declare the 
enormous dividends that it could have di- 
vided. It could have given the stockholders 
40 or 50 per cent per annum, but it was afraid 
to do that; so it used to let them off with 15 
or 20 per cent, and then gave them either 
stock dividends or certificates of indebted- 
ness showing that the company owed them a 
certain sum of money, which certificates of 
indebtedness drew interest in after years, and 
were finally redeemed, just as if they had 
represented a mortgage loan. Since the. 
price fell to $1 there have been no such fab- 
ulous dividends, but 10 or 15 per cent has 
been paid, notwithstanding the expense of 
litigation and what it has cost to fight the 
new companies, for the consumption has in- 
creased largely and the cost of manufactur- 
ing has diminished somewhat, The value of 
residuals, as they are called—the coke, coal- 
tar, ammoniacal liquor, aniline dies, etc., left 
over after the gas has been obtamed- is in- 
creasing all the while. The commercial value 
of coal-tar develops every year, one of the 
last discoveries being that it contains 
saccharose, which is a substance about 500 
times sweeter than cane sugar. Year by 
year the cost of manufacturing is decreasing 
and the value of the residuals is increasing; 
so that even now itis not unlikely that the 
prices obtained for the latter about cover the 
cost of coal and the expenses of manufact- 
ee 1 whatever is gotten from the 
gas clear profit. In view of these facts it is 
a little cool to clap on an extra tax of $200,000 
or $300,000 for the benefit of a few men who 
have been smart enough to get control of the 
old company.

In 1865 a bill was introduced 
doing away with the limitation. The pretext 
was that coal was high. I was the only mem- 
ber who fought it, and I only withdrew my 
opposition upon the express request of the 
West Side members. It may be that some 
act of the Legislature can restore the rate 
named in the original franchise. As to the 
whole subject, I have no doubt that the Leg- 
islature can limit the price of gas to a rate 
even below the maximum named in the fran- 
chise. A company . has the privileges of 
a quasi-public corporation; it must therefore 
have duties as well. I presume the most effl- 
cacious way of remedying the situation is the 
enactment by the Legislature of a bill simiiar 
in sco to the one killed in 1867. Cities 
could then condemn the property of gas com- 
panies and pay the actual value of the plant 
—i. e., the original outlay. Chicago could 
then furnish gas as it does water to the pub- 
lic. Such a bill could be easily drawn. It 
might not to be sure, for the companies 
would fight it tooth and nail. I it passed it 
would be a bonanza for the city and the peo- 
ple; if it didn’t the bonanza wouid fall to the 
members of the Legislature. Chicago could 
increase her revenue by half a million dollars 
a year by handling the gas business of the 
city. Op further thought, such a bill 
and a Gas Commission would both 
be and completely provide for the 
situation. Then those cities and towns that 
didn’t care to buy the business could de- 
pend upon the commission for the regulating 
of the gas companies. 

[By the original charter the People’s Gas- 
light & Coke Company was limited toa 
charge of $2 per thousand to the city and toa 
charge of $2.50 to the people. By the amend- 
ed franchise of 1865 the city was given the 
right, ten years after its passage, to regulate 
the 2 ut not to put it below $3 per thou- 


H. L. Wait, Master in Chancery, said: “A 
man should not be asked to decide so impor- 
tant a question without a chance to examine 
authorities and consider the subject. On the 
face of the question, however, the answer is 
that the courts will not compel a contract be- 
tween two parties, but will enforce a con- 
tract already in existence. Therefore, if a 
citizen refuses to take gas at $1.25 and offers 
to pay $1 the courts will not —- the gas 
company to make a contract at the citizen’s 
terms. If the citizen wishes to compel the 
company to furnish him gas at a reasonable 
rate he must gain his end by indirect means. 
The best way to 2. his end is in all proba- 
bility to invoke the aid of the Legislature.“ 

A. M. Pence said: “I presume the public 
is to be squeezed, and I think it is time to 
object. e companies certainly ought not 
to raise the rate when the quality is so poor. 
The quality is poor, the streets are torn up 
most of the time, and there is a great cry of 
competition; but now comes consolidation 
and an advance. It is a hard thing to say, 
but in the complicated civilization in which 
we live certain things need legislative con- 
trol, and the gas company is one of them. 
I am of the opinion that the private cit- 
izen has no rem in the case; but 
as regards the power of the Legislature 
there can be no question. 

M. W. Fuller said: The Legislature has 
an undoubted right to control the gas compa- 
nies. The United States Supreme Court has 

lecided that question in several cases in 
which gas companies were concerned— 
one of them was the case of the two 
New Orleans companies. I haven't thought 
much about the subject, but I should think 
that both a bill to limit the price of gas anda 
bill providing for the appointment of a gas 
commission would be good measures. I hard- 
ly think the private citizen would have any 
unless perhaps he could manage to

NATIONS STEALING PLANS, 


How England Obtains the Latest War In- 
: ventions. 

Under the heading of He Gave Away 
Secrets,“ there appears an article regarding 
the suspension of a foreman in the 
British Government works at Chatham. 
It seems that the man has been guilty of re- 
vealing important secret naval designs to the 
United: States and Russian Governments. 
The name of the accused draughtsman is 
Terry. He is charged with selling specifica- 
tions for the manufacture of a torpedo ap- 
pliance, and with giving information of the 
modern improvements in to oes and other 
naval devices adopted b the British Govern- 
ment. A hubbub is raised in England 
about it. If any of the naval attachés 
at London have been smart enough 
to find out anything from Mother 
England they may be congratuiated ag 
their activity. But itis doub if the infor- 
mation will prove of any value to Gen. Henry 
L. Abbot, Lieutenan lonel of Enginee 
U. S. A., the head of the School o 
Engineering at Willets Po near White- 
stone, Queens County, N. Y. Gen. Abbot has 
for years been engaged in educating classes 
composed of young officers of the United 
States army in every variety of submarine 
appliance used, or to be for offensive 
or defensive naval warfare. No details are

Lonpon, March 9.—[Copyright, 1887, by

What the London Papers Say. 

Lonpon, March 10.—The Daily News, com- 
menting on the statement that the Admiralty 
sent a complete design of the ironclad Aga- 
memnon to Washington at the request of the 
American Government, says: 

It is very pleasant to be on good terms with 
America, but perhaps on the whole it would be 
as well if the Admiralty kept such designs to 
themselves.

The matter ought to be thoroughly sifted and 
the culprits prosecuted. We cannot doubt that 
the American Government will be able to clear 
itself of all complicity. 

The question is to be raised in Parhament 
why the Government should not prose- 
cute the dismissed draughtsman Terry 
for breach of trust. Lord George 
Hamilton, First Lord of the Admiralty, 
will be asked tomorrow whether Terry was 
bound by oath to keep dock-yard secrets, and 
whether he can be indicted for perjury. The 
Admiralty authorities are known to be un- 
willing té prosecute, fearing further revela- 
tions, and desiring to effect changes in the 
department as quietly as possible. Officiais 
state that there is not a tittle of evidence 
connecting the American Legation with the 
scandal. Terry says he gave the information 
to a friend, who gave it to another person, 
and he supposes through the latter the infor- 
mation reached America. No paper indorses 
or even notices the s tirade. 
The general feeling is that the American Le- 
gation is absolutely above suspicion.

Death of a Country Squlre Who Had Mar-

for twenty-five years a Justice of the Peace 
at West Alexander, Washington County, 


died at his residence in that place last night. 


Before the new marriage-license law went 
into effect in Pennsylvania West Alexander 
“was a favorit place for runaway marridgeés, 
and during the quarter of a century of his of- 
ficial career Squire Mayes united 38,000 cou- 
ples in wedlock.

Now that this grand jury, so well chosen, 
80 admirabic in its personne, is about to 
enter on its work, it isnot too much to ask 
that its investigations shall be thorough and 
impartial. The State’s Attorney has col- 
lected a great mass of evidence concerning 
the operations of the County Commissioners. 
This should be sifted te the bottom. The 
readers of Tun Trisune are already ac- 
quainted with the general character of much 
of the testimony. Every detail should be de- 
veloped in the grand jury room. There is 
plenty of time—about three weeks—for an 
exhaustive inquiry.

The bill for the eiection of Cook County 
Commissioners which Senator Crawford 
originally introduced at the instance of the 
committee representing the political and 
commercial clubs of the city not being satis- 
factory to the rural members, he has drafted 
another which appears to be acceptable as a 
compromise to all parties. This bill provides 
for the election of fifteen Commissioners 
next fall who are to hold office for one year 
only. Fifteen Commissioners are to be elected 
in the fall of 1888 and every two years there- 
after. Tas Tumors has urged that the elec- 
tions should be held annually and in the

THE CONSPIRACY BILL. 
The almost unanimous recommendation of 


the House Judiciary Committee that the 
Merritt Conspiracy bill” shall be passed 
shows 
Anarchism in the rural distriots. The bill 
closely follows the rulings of Judge Gary, 
who just now is the object of Holmes’, 
Currlin’s, and the other Anarchists’ bitter 
vituperation. It provides that every man 
engaged in a conspiracy shall be held liable 
for the acts of his co-conspirators, and that 
those who incite violence, murden or arson 
shall be neld as responsible as their dupes 
and tools who follow their advice or obey 
their orders in the commission of crime. 
The bill provides that if any person is killed 
as the outcome of such a conspiracy those 
who have urged the killing shall be declared 
guilty of the crime as well as those who perpe- 
trated it. The unanimity with which the Ju- 
diciary Committee recommended the passage 
of this bill not only shows that they indorse 
Judge Gary’s ruling but that outside of cer- 
tain foreign wards of Chicago there is no 
sympathy with the doctrines of these An- 
archist pests or with the Anarchistic methods 
by which they propose to put them in opera- 
tion. The committee represents the sen- 
timent of the whole mass of the peo- 
ple of Illinoie—that the men who urge. 
on others to commit murder or destroy 
property are just as guilty as those who 
kill or burn. It is a lesson to these barbarians 


that there is no sympathy with 


that they have not only to encounter the law- 


abiding citizens of Chicago but the three 


millions of people outside of Chicago in IIIi- 
nois who believe in the security of person 
and the rights of property, and that there is 
no sympathy with their murderous teachings 
outside the plague spots they have made in 
this city. Another meeting like that held by 
the Anarchists last Sunday will insure the 
passage of the Conspiracy bill with the emer- 
gency clause within a week. The Grangers 
are in no pleasant frame of mind after read- 
ing the diabolical harangues of these wretches 
and their murderous threats against the 
peace of the city.

It would 
facilitate suburban annexation and greatly 
simplify legislation in reference to Cook 
County. It would not, as many seem to 
think, confer any power to increase the bond- 
ed debt beyond the present constitutional 
limit, nor would it permit a breach of the 
present tax limitation. No change-under it 
could go into effect. without the vote of the 
people concerned. Under various forms spe-

Special laws are passed in every State in ref- 
erence to great cities and the counties in 
which they are situated, as, for example, in 
reference to New York, Boston, Philadelphia, 
and San Francisco.

The people with whom 
this is axiomatic seem to hold that every 
decline is due to the operation of natural 
causes, and only to be found fault with 
because it is not extensive enough, 
while every advance is necessarily a re- 
sult of manipulation and therefore ought 
not to be tolerated. It is perhaps but natural 
that the men who have made heaps of money 
during the last three years by operating on 
the bear side do not take kindly to the new 
order of things, which has knocked their cal-

The storage 
capacity of this city could easily be increased 
to 30,000,000 pushels of grain by declaring reg- 
ular the houses that are now hanging on the 
outskirts of the trade, and that would form 
a pretty heavy load for any corner combina- 
tion to handle with the risk of having to 
sell it at a heavy loss after the squeezing 
process was over. The chances are 
that the flurry will have passed by long 
before May comes in, and prove to have been 
a “squeeze” on margins, not on the actual 
grain. At t there should be little oc- 
casion to raise an outcry that the prices of 
grain have been forced up too high. The top

LEGISLATING BOODLERS OUT OF OFFICE. 
Some members of the General Assembly 
are saidto be opposing the County-Reform 
bill, which provides for the election of fifteen 
Commissioners each year, on the ground that 
it would be unconstitutional, inasmuch as it 
would shorten the terms for which some of 
the present Commissioners have been elected. 
These gentlemen say that a man cannot be 
legislated out of office during his term. They 
seem to think that after election the office is 
the private property of the officeholder, and 
that ‘his “‘vested” right must not be dis- 
turbed. Still others argue that if the Com- 
missioners are legislated out of office the 
county will be chargeable with their per diem 
tor that portion of the term out off. The 
people of Cook County would no doubt gladly 
pay the money to get rid of the crooks, but it 
is not necessary. They can be legislated out 
of office in strict accordance with the Consti- 
tution and the public good, and with prece- 
dent based on the decisions of the Supreme 
Court of the State, without any expense or 
risk to the taxpayers. ) 
In 1878 Judge McAllister, then a member of 
the Supreme Court bench, decided in the 
case of The People @ rel. vs. Lippincott (67 
III., page 333) that: “It is a general rule that 
„ where an office is created by statute it is 
‘“‘ wholly within the control of the Legisla- 
“ ture creating it, The lengthof the term and 
mode of appointment may be altered at pleasure, 
‘+ and the office may be abolished and the compensa- 
tion taken away from the incumbent unless For- 
hidden by the Constitution.” 
The office of County Commissioner is created 
by the Constitution, but the term of the office 
and the mode of election are left entirely to 
the discretion of the Legislature. It can, 
therefore, alter the term and the mode of 
election at its will. The language of the 
Constitution is somewhat explicit regarding 
this, as it provides that Commissioners can 
be elected in such manner as shall be provided 
by law.” The decision of Judge McAllister, 
quoted above, was confessedly based on the 
broad principles laid down by Judge Cooley 
in his work on Constitutional Limitations "’ 
(page 276) : 

They [the States] may discontinue offices and 
abolish or change the organization of municipal 
corporations at any time, according to the exist- 


legislative view of State policy, unless for- 
Ddden by their own Constitution from doing so. 


As already remarked there is no provision. 
of tie Illinois Constitution against shorten- 
ing o changing the term of County Com- 
missimers, or even referring to the length 
of suchterm in any way. The power of the 
Legislatwe to dislodge the boodlers, there- 
fore, is Utdoubted and complete, 

If there Vere the slightest doubt about the 
matter it Wold be removed by a decision of 
the United ttates Supreme Court, which 
says: The Sjection of officers, who are 
“nothing more than public agents for the

TEYING TO GET BACK. 

We print elsewhere the proposals nude by 
the 10,000 ‘longshoremen of New Vork city 
and vicinity who “ walked out of their em 
ployment in January to the merchants and 
steamship companies. In substance they ask 
for a return to the rate of wages paid before 
the walk-out” and the reémployment of 
the Knights without regard to what hap- 
pened, and they stggest the appointment of 
an arbitration committee to settle any differ- 
ences which may arise in future. They speak 
of the keen sense of the obligations and 
„good feelings which should exist between 
“employer and employé.” But is it not a 
little remarkable that their walking dele- 
gates did not feel some of this sense of obli- 
gation before they ordered their men out on 
this causeless strike, damaging business, and 
not only lost thpir own wages but precipi- 
tated heavy losses on the shipping of the 
port? So far ts their return to work 
is concerned it is o be hoped the employers 
will find something for them to do. But 


they quit work without cause or warning, 


and their places have been filled by other men 
competent and willing to do the work, which is 
not difficult to learn, being a matter of brawn 
rather than of brain. The ’longshoremen 
now offer to arbitrate future differences. 
When those “Knights” quit their work in 
January there was no disagreement between 
them and their employers about wages, 
hours, or anything else. They “struck” be- 
cause laborefs over in New Jersey, in an- 
other line of business, had a disagreement 
with a coal company. So long as they follow 
the absurd policy of the Knights of Labor 
that “the injury of one Knight anywhere is 
the concern of all Kmghts everywhere,” they 
are liable at any moment to be ordered to 
strike again 1f they should be taken back. In 
that case there would be nothing to arbitrate. 
If the foresight of these men were as keen as 
their hindsight they would have thought of 
all these things before they threw up their 
places in favor of other laborers and for- 
feited the wages which they are now so anx- 
10us to get again. 


CONVICT LABOR ON BOOK MAKING. 
The State Senate had a tilt Tuesday over the 


Chapman bill, which proposes to.turn one of 
our penitentiaries inte an establishment for 
printing school books. The measure as in- 
troduced proposes to leyy extra taxes to raise 
$250,000 towards defraying the expenses of 
the experiment. The father of this scheme 
was willing to let the Committee on Appro- 
priations pass upon the amount of money to 
be set apart for that purpose, but fought stren- 
uously against letting that committee take 
cognizance of the proposition as a whole; but 
the Senate concluded by a vote of 30 to 16 to 
doit. This would indicate a disposition to 
sit down upon the project. The money would 
be worse than thrown away, and a quarter of 
a million is not such a small sum that the 
State can afford tosquander it, especially 
when the waste would be adouble insult. 
Every printer in Illinois would take it as 
little short of a personal affront, and it would 


teachers and pupils. 
A kindred project is also pending to levy 


$200,000 of new taxes to print biank books in 


the penitentiary. The difference in amount 
is something, and perhaps the insult would 
be reduced somewhat. It would hardly make 
any difference to the users of blank books 
where they were made, provided only they 
were well made and cheap. The printers of 
the State, however, would have even greater 
interest in the matter than they would in 
the Chapman bill, for blank-book making is 
a very much larger branch of manufacturing, 
especially in this State, than school-book 
making.

There is not a Senatorial district in the State 
without its printing offices, and every mem- 
ber would be appealed to by some of his con- 
stituents to vote against it. The public is not 
aroused to indignation because there appears 
to be no danger. Instead of wasting time 
over such bills the General Assembly should 
resolutely set about solving the convict-labor 
problem in a practical way. The amendment 
doing away with the contract system has 
been adopted, and there is no escape from its 
prohibition, except in a Supreme Court decis- 
ion declaring the adoption invalid, and that is 
not to be expected. These men must not be 
left in idleness. That would be crue! and 
wasteful, Industry is what they must have 
to relieve the monotony of confinement, and 
every sentence calls for it. Each convict was 
sentenced to hard labor.“ Whether that be 
set down as a part of the punishment or as & 
mitigation of the penalty, there would be no 
excuse for neglecting to provide for convict 
employment, There gre other ways of work- 
ing convicts than by contracts. The piece- 
work plan has proved highly satisfactory in 
some cases. The drift of sentiment among 
experts in penitentiary management is 
towards the public-account system—giving 
each inmate a chance to earn what he can in 
some feasible branch of industry, charging 
him for his board and clothes, and allowing 
him to have for himself or family all he 
actually earns above that allowance for keep- 
ing. The Penitentiary Committees of both 
the Senate and the House should thoroughly 
inform themselves upon the results of experi- 
ments made in fLurope and in this country 
and give the State the benefit of those trials, 
and not settle down to a fight over the 
chimerical plans evolved from the brains of 
their own members. There is really no need 
of taking much risk. By availing ourselves 
of the experiments made elsewhere we in 
Illinois can adopt a system which will make 
our penal institutions self-supporting, or 
rather maintain substantially the present 
balance between receipts and expenditures. 


WHAT KEEPS THEM AWAY. 

Representative Littler is unhappy. He is 
Chairman of the House Committee on Ap- 
propriations, but the position is so far a 
“barren ideality.” He says there are bills 
before it appropriating from 10 to 11 millions, 
and he cannot get the members together. 
In point ot fact his figures are too low. A 
fortnight ago the amount had reached nearer 
12 than 11 millions, with an indefinit number 
of back counties to be heard from. Mr. 
Littler seems to think thatif the committee 
does not come together and pass upon these 
bills the State Treasury may be depleted if 
not plundered.” Has it ever occurred to the 
gentleman that, on the contrary, as long as 
those bills slumber undisturbed in the com- 
mittee the Treasury cannot be depleted or 
plundered, and the real danger is that 
the plunder bills will escape from that leash 
and be log-rolled through? Itis not apathy, 
but the alarming magnitude of the bills, that 
keeps away the members from the committee 
meetings. Each one is indisposed to face 
such music. 

If Mr. Littler really wants. to get his com- 
mittee together let him take with him to the 
meeting a broad-ax and use it freely, hewing 
off and cutting down until he gets the appro- 
priations reduced to something like the tax- 
paying ability of the State. The members of 
the committee would then go to work with 
some hope of being able to report back to the 
House b. upon which they could afford to 
face their “pstituents and give accounts of 
their stewartahips, Some of them may be 
ambitious, politea)iy, and all of them, pre- 
sumably, want to Sav in the State, and that, 
too, without being »bjects of execration. 
Mr. Littler must remenber that he repre- 
sents the Capital City, Wich naturally looks 
upon the State at large as 1.0 happy hunting- 
ground, and whoever can ng the most ap- 
propriations as the best Rpresentative. 
From the standpoint of his distyct he does 
well to promote legislation in tha line, but 
he ought not to get excited if a miority of 
the committee take a somewhat different 
view of the matter.

THE POOL BILL. 

A bill is now pending before the General 
Assembly entitled An act to prohibit book- 
making and pool-selling.“ Strenuous effort 
is being made to amend it by restricting its 
operation to pool-rooms and betting-places en- 
tirely disconnected with any race-course. As 
it stands the bill is narrow and unsatisfactory 
in its scope, but thus amended it would be 
worse than no law at all. Better let the mat- 
ter entirely alone than say in effect: It is all 
right for those who witness a horse-race to 
bet on the result, but those who are too busy 
or too poor to indulge in that luxury must not. 
The original bill contains only one section 
and reads as follows: 

Be it enacted, etc., That any person who kee 
any room, shed, tenement, tent, booth, or build- 
ing, Or any part thereof, or who occupies any 
place upon any public or private grounds within 
this State with any book, instrument, or device 
for the purpose of recording or registering bets 
or — 2 or of selling pools, or any person who 
records or registers bets or wagers, or sells pools 
upon the result of any trial or contest of skill. 
speed, or power of endurance of man or beast, or 
upon the result of any political nomination, ap- 

intment, or election; or being the owner, 

essee, or occupent of any room, shed, tenement, 
tent, booth, or building, or part thereof, know- 
ingly permits the same to be used or occupied 
for any of these purposes, or therein keeps, ex- 
hibits, or employs any device or epparetas for 
the purpose of recording or registering such bets 
or bt ay or sell of such pools, or becomes the 
cus an or depository for hire or privilege of

imprisonment for one year, or 
ne not exceeding $2,000, or both. n 


All this is now condemned and punishable 
under the criminal code of the State. If the 
Mayor of Chicago would only obey the law 
and respect his oath of office pool-rooms 
would not exist. But the responsibility for 
allowing the law to be a dead letter is not all 
on his shoulders. Every organization which 
allows betting te be done on its premises 
must share in that responsibility, whether it 
exist for the promotion and management of a 
country fair or a city trotting park. So long 
as the glamour of respectability is thrown 
around gambling or jockeys and horses pool- 
rooms will thrive, especially if those who 
claim eminent respectability set the example 
of giving zest to the excitement by wagering 
on which nag will come under the wire first. 

A plea is made for exempting race-courses 
from the provisions of this bill on the ground 
that they are useful and could not exist if 
gambling were shutoff. The utility is more 
imaginary than real. Improvement in horse- 
flesh is encouraged by the demand for rapid 
roadsters rather than by the profits of racing. 
But conceding that point it by no means fol- 
lows that gambling is a necessary feature of 
thé track. A case in point is furnished by 
the diamond field. A few years ago a Chica- 
go gentleman now dead was confessedly at 
the head of base-ball management in this 
country. That gentleman was by no means 
a Puritan. He had no hesitation in using 
high-spiced English in his speech, but he 
drew the line at allowing public gambling at 
ball matches. Against great opposition he 
persisted, and he had his way, too. Instead

Even should the lawyers convince the 
President that he has the right to sign 
the River and Harbor bill within the 
ten days from the time it was received, 
which will expire the 15th inst., there 
is no likelihood that he will do it. He is 
anxious to defer the operation of the bill for 
good reasons. Last year fourteen millions 
was voted, and hardly half that amount has 
yet been spent. There is a sufficient sum not 
yet expended to last this year, and the new 
appropriation of ten millions will not be 
needed before Congress meets again. The 
Pension bill signed by the President will take 
$6,900,000 out of the Treasury to be divided 
among the Mexican volunteers who served 
sixty daysormore. Two-thirds of this money 
will go toex-Rebels. The President probably 
thought it would make a bad-looking total to 
pile ten millions more of money on that, and 
so decided to draw the line somewhere. It 
was easily drawn on the River and Harbor 
grab, because the money is not needed. This 
is probably all there is to it, and the lawyers 
have had all their trouble for nothing in con- 
struing the Constitution. 


Tue present system of electing County 
Commissioners for three years in batches of 
five, so that two-thirds of the board holds 
over, has worked very badly ever since it 
was adopted, and the honest people are tired 
of it. Since the fifteen Commissioners were 
first elected in 1872 there has not been, save 
during the first year or two, an honest ad 
ministration of county affairs. Those mem- 
bers of the first board who served but one 
year were honest. Some of those that served 
two years escaped the moral contagion. Most 
of those that served three years became 
boodlers, Asa general rule since then it may 
be stated that two of each batch of five join 
the holdover boodle gang before the end of 
the first year of their term, another joins 
them in the second year, and a fourth one in 


the third year, leaving only one member of 


each batch of five who holds out against cor- 
rupt temptation to the end of his term. This 
makes nine boodlers always on hand for 
jobs, commissions, and divvys“ at the ex- 
pense of the taxpayers. It has been so for 
twelve of the fourteen years the present sys- 
tem of electing Commissioners has been in 
vogue. No uprising of the people at any 
election can change a dishonest into an 
honest board, because only five of fifteen 
are elected any year, and the ten remaining 
beat them. Last fall five citizens pledged to 
conduct county affairs honestly were elected 
by immense majorities, and it was fondly 
hoped that three or four of the holdover 
members would join them in effecting a radi- 
cal reformation in the conduct of business; 
but the people were doomed to disappoint- 
ment, as only tuo of the ten old members con- 
sented to do so. The other eight have 
thwarted every reform effort to the extent of 
their ability. Finally the State’s Attorney 
and the court have called on a special grand 
jury to find out what isthe matter with the 
board, and why it has incurred a million and 
a ualf of debts in excess of its revenues, and 
refuses by a vote of 8 to 7 to retrench.

The money market in this city was pretty active 
yesterday, and the bankers are gaining confidence 
in the future of rates. There is no doubt that 
the market has been stronger in the last few 
days than previously during the month, Bankers 
_ who have heret®fore loaned considerable amounts 
at s and 5% on call are now accepting nothing 
less than 6 percent. It appears, too, that bor- 
rowers expect higher rates. Some of those who 
had funds on call at5 per cent have recently 
taken up the loans and secured the money at the 
same banks at 6 per cent for sixty days, 
preferring these terms to the low ‘rate 
and the probability of being called. The 
activity of speculation on the Board 
of Trade has contributed much to the strength of 
the market. It of course requires re money 
to carry stuff than it did a few weeks ago, and the 
brokers call wider margins than formerly. And 
- then the present speculation has taken many 
people by surprise. They had become accus- 
tomed to a dull condition of affairs, and they ad- 
just themselves to the changed conditions some- 
what awkwardly in some cases. A leading 
banker says that during the last year or two 
Board of Trade. brokers have got into the habit of 
keeping verv small balances in their banks be- 
cause of the small amount of speculation and be- 
cause the margins they were called upon to de- 
posit were generally moderate. Firms that used 

to have $100,000 in bank have of late been content 
with $25,000. The rest of their money they have 
put into bonds. Of course they can borrow on 
these securities, and a good many of them have 
recently been turned in as collaterals.

THE TREASURY SURPLUS. 


Speech of W. T. ‘Baker of Chicago Before 
the National Board of Trade. 

At the recent meeting of the National Board of 

Trade in Washington the following resolutions 

in favor of a revision of the tariff were presented 


from the Chicago Board of Trade: ie 
“ WHEREAS, Certain foreign governments are 
pean me te against the importation of Amer- 
roductions, and 
HEREAS, The business of this country re- 
art relief from the present burden of tariff 
taxes; therefore 

* Resolved, That we recommend the im mediate 
revision of our tariff laws toa revenue basis in 
order to promote friendly intercourse with other 
nations, and that every industry and every sec- 
tion of our country may enjoy perfect equality 
under the law.“ 

In presenting the resolutions Mr. William T.

Austria and 
Germany discriminate against our petroleum in 
favor of the Russian, so that we must inevitably 
lose those markets in the near future if the pres- 
ent ne is persisted in. In previous discus- 
sions of this subject the case of the American 
hog has ap to enlist your sympathies be- 
cause of the slander uttered against the quality 
of American meats. Ithas been admitted that 
had France and Germany laid a prohibitory tax 
on our meats we codid only have commended 
them for following the enlightened commercial 

licy of the United States and The 

hinese-American policy has been taught to be 
the very essence of ecunomic wisdom; but we 
will stand no subterfuges, and so we put on our 
war-paint and cried out for retaliation. I am re- 
minded of the story of a * came runn ing 
to his mother with tears in his eyes and ask 
her if it was not wicked for a boy to kick back. 
“Certainly, my darling.“ she replied. ‘“* Well, 
then,” sobbed he,. — 2 Tomm — is a bad boy, 
for when I kicked him he kicked back.” For 
twenty-five years we have been kicking all crea- 
tion, and the return blows have begun, and I think 
it wiser to mend our ways by reforniing our fiscal 
policy and seeking the good will of foreign coun- 
tries than to continue @ quarrel which we our- 
selves began. Retaliation is not the cure for 
evils that we have invited. A return to wiser 
courses will not only benefit every worthy indus- 
try, but will disarm unfriendliness ubroad and 
bring us into closer and more profitable relations 
with the world. Thereis now but one remain- 
ing in the family of nations where the prejudice 
against us has not reached the point of hostile 
legislation, and when the rising clamor in Great 
Britain shall have changed the wise policy that 
has governed that people for forty years past, the 
American agriculturist will be forced to the wall, 

Since the date of the French and German 
edicts our producers of yore products have had 
but one foreign market their surplus. It has 
been estimated that the loss of the Continental 
markets has cost American farmers (except 
in the short-crop seasons) not less than 
$100,000,000 per year. At the same time 


they are forced to pay excessive taxes on 


everything they buy, and have not the satisfac- 
tion of knowing that the taxes wrung from them 
are for the benefit of the Government. From the 
first blanket that furnishes their cradles to the 
last nail that closes their coffins they are fol- 
lowed by the insidious tax-gatherer, and under 
the guise of protection to American indus are 
robbed of the honest fruits of their toil. ears 
ago the agriculturist was promised that if he 
would submit in patience to the burden put upon 
him he would get his reward in having a home 
market for all he produced at enhanced prices, 
but he has found this a delusion and a snare.

The room in which they are placed 
has a light wall, but as the pictures are in a 
light key the effect is not without harmony. 
The greater number of these pictures are 
figure-pieces, with the round, brown women 
of modern Holland for subjects. The artist's 
drawing is very firm and very sincere. 
There is no sign of haste or carelesness 
im any part of the work, and, indeed, 
the severest criticism that could be made 
upon his drawing is the occasional ungrace- 
ful pose ot an arm or a hand. The intention 
is evident in every picture of conveying some 
sentiment either of pathos or humor. None 
of them appear to have been executed aim- 
lesly, and the observer has the feeling that 
the artist is capabie of conveying sentiment 
even more plainly and charmingly when ex- 
perience shall have taught him all the subtle 
means by which idea finds expression througn 
art. ö 

One canvas, which represents two women 
sitting with their backs to the light of the 
window, ig a strong example of the pecul 
jar light and shadow caused by such 
an arrangement. The window has a 
delicate commingling of light tints, 
and the figures of the women catch 
a pensiveness from the shadow in ‘which they 
sit; these quiet touches of feeling are every- 
where apparent in Mr. McKwen’s work. The 
costume of the Holland men and women, 
which he has chosen to represent because he 
lived among them, is quaint in the extreme, 
warm in color, and occasionally very pict- 

ye. There are two pictures of the 
Dutchmen of New York in the - Knicker- 
bocker period, and it is the artist's intention 
to paint canvases relating to this period 
for some time to come. One of 
these pictures represents the 
amusing incident which

stretch of low Holland meadows, under a sky 
of restless gray clouds—such clouds as hang 
heavily on an autumn . A group of dyke- 
menders are wending their way toward a 
village in the distance, and one stalwart and 
unbeautiful damsel, has stopped to fasten her 
garter, There is a pathos and a romance in 
these homely folk, trudging under the dull 
sky. One smiles and sighs in looking at it, 
and forgets to admire the technique, which is 
very good. 

A portfoho of pastel studies is of much in- 
terest. Thereare some figures among them, but 
they are principally devoted to skies, which are 
done with remarkable feeling. The roll and 
tumult of conflicting clouds are vigorously 
~~ and the quiet mottled skies of noon 
or the late day are portrayed with tender- 
ness. It would not be unjust to say that the 
best work Mr. McEwen has done 1s in these 
skies and this is not even a remote dispar- 
232 to Mr. McEwen’s other work.
